SOUTHEND-based boating enthusiasts 
marked the 100th anniversary of the start 
of the First World War by rowing the 
length of the River Somme - the scene of 
its bloodiest battle. 

Thirteen members of Lower Thames 
Rowing Club, with boats in Benfleet and 
Leigh, spent nine ‘emotional’ days as 
they rowed 83 miles down the French 
river. 

They took two gigs for their trip - a 
type of boat which trip organiser Ron 
Sverdloff believed had not made such a 
journey before. 

During their pilgrimage they spent a 
night at a guest house in Auchonvillers 
run by English Avril Williams, which had 
been near the front line during the war, 
and its cellars used as a field hospital for 
injured troops. 

“It was very moving as she pointed out 
the inscriptions scratched in the brick¬ 
work by the wounded men,” Ron said. 

They also visited the largest British war 
memorial in the world at Thiepval, com¬ 
memorating more than 72,000 British 
and South African men with no known 
graves. 

“Two brothers in our party with an 
unusual surname of Cornish derivation - 
Beswarick - found the name of an uncle 
on one of the memorial walls,” Ron 
added. 

“There were other memorials along the 
way - some much less formal and a 
reminder of the huge loss of life in the 
Second World War as well - like the bent 
remains of a propeller and engine in 
remembrance of the crew of Lancaster 
bomber ND 689 KMO. 

“There were also plaques - sometimes 
in remote spots - commemorating mem¬ 
bers of the resistance who had been exe¬ 
cuted by the Nazis,” Ron said. 

The group started their trip at the small 
village of Feuilleres at the junction of the 
Canal du Nord and the Somme, spending 
four nights in Amiens, three in 
Abbeyville before rowing to the tiny 
fishing port of Saint-Valery-Sur-Somme. 

An early problem with locks and red 
tape meant the two crews had to pull the 
heavy boats from the water, walk past the 


lock until they found a suitable place to 
relaunch the boats. 

“Despite our careful planning, we had¬ 
n't realised we needed prior authorisation 
from HQ in Amiens for a local lock- 
keeper to be on hand to see us through 
the lock,” he explained. 


However, two locks later a friendly 
French bar owner, who spoke English 
well, intervened with the authorities. 
Concessions were made and by the end 
of their journey and man in an orange 
van would meet them at the locks to 
operate the gates. 


“It was a marvellous nine days with a 
whole range of emotions as we rowed the 
Somme. 

“We came home, but we will never for¬ 
get the one-way journey made by so 
many young men some one hundred 
years ago.” Ron said.

Solitary 
light to 
mark 
start 
of war 


JUST one light will be left 
burning in civic buildings 
across Rochford as the 
council marks the 100th 
anniversary of the start of 
the First World War. 

The civic suite in 
Rayleigh, Old House 
Rochford and Rayleigh 
Windmill will be plunged 
into darkness - expect for 
that one light - from 10pm 
to 11pm on Monday, August 
4. 

The council is joining 
local authorities nationwide 
in this lights out project and 
is asking town and parish 
councils across the district 
to join it. 

The project comes from 
the government department 
of culture, media and sport 
to complement a prayer 
vigil in Westminster Abbey 
at the same time the lights 
are extinguished. 

It recalls the sombre 
words of Sir Edward Grey, 
Foreign Secretary in August 
1914 as Britain's ultimatum 
to Germany was about to 
expire. 

He said:“The lamps are 
going out all over Europe, 
we shall not see them lit 
again in our lifetime.” 

A council spokeswoman 
said “It is a simple but 
effective way to mark the 
start of the First World war. 

“The idea is to leave one 
light visible - it can be any¬ 
where, in a stairwell or out¬ 
door up-lighter.”

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Officers sacked 
over misconduct

THREE Essex Police officers were 
sacked for 'significant' misconduct in the 
first quarter of 2014. 

Five more resigned and two faced disci¬ 
plinary action. 

Offences included an 'inappropriate 
relationship' with a witness, 'inappropriate 
communications' sent to a female 
involved in a police incident and 'inappro¬ 
priate profiles' made on social media 
sites. 

Seven of the eight officers who resigned 
or were sacked were banned from ever 
rejoining the force. 

The cases were revealed in a report pub¬ 
lished by police and crime commissioner 
Nick Alston (Con). 

Mr Alston said their contents would 
'shock and disappoint' the public, but he 
published them in the name of 'openness 
and transparency'. 

Papers showed one officer was sacked 
over an 'inappropriate relationship with a 
witness', but gave no further details. 
Another lost their job 'without notice' over 
'excessive force on a youth'. 

A third officer was sacked after they 'ac¬ 
cessed and disclosed police information 
regarding an incident involving a relative'. 

Two officers resigned after committing 
crimes. One received a caution for 'inap¬ 
propriately disclosing police information' 
and another was convicted of 'illegal pos¬ 
session of firearms'. 

Another officer resigned after admitting 
breaching the Data Protection Act. They 
“accessed and viewed a large quantity of 
records... relating to their family, friends 
and associates”. 

The report said one officer resigned 
after creating 'inappropriate profiles' on 


social media sites. 

Essex Police refused to comment 
on the nature of the pages. A 
spokesman would only say they were 
created while the officer was off- 
duty and the content was not crimi¬ 
nal. 

Another officer resigned after it was 
alleged they had 'visited a member of the 
public in order to obtain personal infor¬ 
mation'. 

An officer received 'management action' 
after they 'sent inappropriate communica¬ 
tions to a female after attending her home 
to deal with an incident'. 

Another was given 'management action 
in the form of advice' after a suspect 
reported suffering a broken wrist follow¬ 
ing an alleged 'unlawful arrest' and 'exces¬ 
sive force'. 

Seven officers who resigned or were 
sacked were placed on the national 'disap¬ 
proved list' - which prevents them from 
becoming police officers in other areas. 

Mr Alston said: “In the past, some of 
these cases would never have become 
known to the public and I am aware that 
there may be shock and disappointment at 
some of the details. The test of an organi¬ 
sation is how it deals with misconduct. 
Both Chief Constable Kavanagh and I are 
committed to ensuring that the culture of 
Essex Police is one where everyone 
understands the critical importance of 
high professional standards, and constant¬ 
ly strives to deliver the best possible ser¬ 
vice to the people of Essex.” 

Mr Alston said that although it was 
important to highlight misconduct, the 
vast majority of officers behaved properly 
and professionally. In the same three- 
month period, 16 officers were commend¬ 
ed and two received certificates of merit 
for work beyond the call of duty.

■ PSD is probing officers' 
conduct in the search for 
Michael Redmond, whose 
body was found on 
Basildon Golf Course in 
August 2013. His family 
raised concerns over 
police interaction with Mr 
Redmond before his 
disappearance, the urgency 
of the search after he went 
missing, and how his body 
was missed during an early 
search of the course, only 
to be discovered there six 
weeks later.

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Disciplinary 
process fair 
and rigorous 


COMPLAINTS were upheld 
against more than 40 Essex 
Police officers between 
January and March 2014. 

Papers released by police 
commissioner Nick Alston 
showed 27 complaints were 
upheld against police consta¬ 
bles, nine against police 
sergeants and two against 
detective constables. 

Complaints were also upheld 
against a detective sergeant, a 
special constable and an 
inspector. 

Five members of police staff 
were found to have committed 
misconduct as well. 

The papers showed two PCs 
and two police sergeants 
breached the Police and 
Criminal Evidence Act regard¬ 
ing the detention, treatment 
and questioning of suspects. 
They were all dealt with by 
'management action'. 

One PC was found to have 
committed an 'assault' and was 
dealt with by 'management 
action'. 


In one case, three PCs, one 
police sergeant and one mem¬ 
ber of police staff were found 
to have carried out an unlawful 
arrest or detention. They were 
dealt with by 'management 
action'. 

Two more PCs carried out 
unlawful arrests or detentions 
in separate cases and got the 
same punishment. 

In another case, a PC and an 
inspector were both found 
guilty of 'neglect of duty' and 
'irregularity in evidence' and 
received 'management action'. 

The most common miscon¬ 
duct was 'neglect of duty', 
committed by nine PCs, three 
police sergeants, three mem¬ 
bers of staff, two detective con¬ 
stables, one detective sergeant 
and an inspector. 

Nick Alston said: “When 
Essex police officers and staff 
do their best and act in accor¬ 
dance with their training, with 
integrity, and with compassion, 
they should expect and will 
receive support. 


“Where this does not hap¬ 
pen, I expect there to be a fair 
but rigorous disciplinary 
process. 

“In reviewing the quarterly 
reports, I am aware that several 
of the cases involved inappro¬ 
priate access to police systems. 
It is essential that officers and 
staff understand that there must 
be a legitimate policing pur¬ 
pose before police systems are 
accessed or searched, especial¬ 
ly if we are to retain public 
confidence in policing. 

“I also note that some of the 
cases involved inappropriate 
contact with victims or wit¬ 
nesses. This is a matter that I 
will continue to raise with 
chief officers. Officers and 
staff regularly come into con¬ 
tact with individuals who are in 
a vulnerable condition. 

“Police officers are figures of 
authority. They and their col¬ 
leagues must act responsibly 
and professionally at all times, 
and never abuse that vulnera¬ 
bility.”

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Youngsters get set to 
sleep rough for charity 


A CHURCH in Leigh is raising 
funds for children and young 
people on the cusp of homeless¬ 
ness.

Care home raises 
money to help 
brave youngster

YOUNG Russell Duffield’s wish to ‘walk like his 
sisters’, despite cerebral palsy, touched staff and 
residents at a Rayleigh care home. 

Frances Cottee Lodge care home, in Clarence 
Road, Rayleigh, decided to hold a fundraising cof¬ 
fee and cake sale to help with the costs of the 
intensive physiotherapy he needs following a life¬ 
changing operation. 

Charity Precious Kids helped raise the £28,000 
for surgery at Great Ormond Street Hospital to 
disconnect the defective spinal nerves that cause 
paralysis in Russell’s limbs. 

Now Russell needs further treatment, which will 
cost £7,500, but will increase his mobility and 
enable him to go to mainstream school. 

The Essex home’s £100 donation will go towards 
the intensive physiotherapy he needs. 

Josie Hart, from Rochford Housing, which is 
responsible for the Rayleigh care home, said: “We 
hope this donation will help his family reach their 
much-needed fund target so Russell will be able to 
lead a happy life - and walk like his sisters.” 

Russell was 18 months old when he was diag¬ 
nosed with cerebral palsy, which is a neurological 
condition that leads to spasms and stiffness of the 
limbs. 

At first it was thought Russell would have to go 
to America for the operation, but after he went to 
a specialist clinic in Scotland for pre-op therapy 
last November the London hospital was able to 
carry out his surgery. 

Precious Kids grants officer, Kirsty Samuels, 
said: “We were astounded to have been able to 
raise the money for the operation in just two years, 
we are also on target for the cash to cover his phys¬ 
iotherapy.”

Blood brothers 


TWO GREYHOUNDS have become blood broth¬ 
ers - literally - after one was given a life-saving 
transfusion from the other. 

Dexter was taken to a Rayleigh vet and diag¬ 
nosed with a tom muscle and internal bleeding, 
which needed immediate surgery. 

However the bleeding could not be stopped dur¬ 
ing the operation because the dog suffered from 
rare blood condition, haemophilia and the chances 
of recovery looked grim. 

Dexter’s only hope was a blood donation from 
another dog. 

So his brother Timmy was mshed to the clinic to 
see if he was a blood match - and he was. 

Following the transfusion Dexter is on the mend. 

Vet Catalina Thiersen said: “Dexter’s injury is 
not uncommon in greyhounds, however because

Owner Samantha Haynes brought Dexter to 
YourVets24 in Brook Road, after she noticed he 
was behaving strangely - whenever her husband 
tried to stroke him, the dog yelped in pain. 

Samantha said, “It was terrifying to hear that 
Dexter was in a life-threatening situation - all I can 
say is ‘thank goodness the vet thought to test 
Timmy - and thank goodness he was a match! ’

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Report criticises courts on 
state of custody facilities

COURTS in Southend have been criticised for 
keeping prisoners in ‘dirty’ cells and not priori¬ 
tising children and vulnerable people. 

The criticisms appeared in a report by Nick 
Hardwick, HM Chief Inspector of Prisons, on 
court custody facilities across Essex. 

Mr Hardwick said custody areas at Southend 
Magistrates’ Court were ‘dirty’ and covered in 
graffiti. 

The report claimed prisoners, including those 
who were awaiting trial and had not been con¬ 
victed of any crime, remained in the court cells 
until the late afternoon, ‘with no obvious reason 
for the delay’. 

The report read: “Court custody staff told us 
that vulnerable detainees, children and young 
people were not always prioritised by the court 
to ensure that they did not remain in court 
custody.” 

It blamed a ‘persistent and pressing’ staff 
shortage for ‘poor work practices’ which 
‘adversely affected the care of detainees’. 


The report said: “Care of detainees should 
have been much better. Staff had little training in 
looking after and safeguarding young people 
and they had not been briefed about the particu¬ 
lar needs of detainees who were members of 
minority groups. 

“Staff did not inform detainees of their rights 
in court custody and sometimes failed to follow 
basic procedures to safeguard those who were 
potentially vulnerable. 

“Detainees who could not speak English could 
be remanded in custody without anyone explain¬ 
ing to them what had happened and where they 
were being taken. 

“At most courts there was excessive graffiti 
and at some the toilets lacked privacy. Some 
cells were cold. Cellular vehicles were dirty and 


women and men were transferred in the same 
vehicles, providing opportunities for female 
detainees to be harassed.” 

HM Courts and Tribunals Service (HMCTS) 
and contractor Serco Wincanton, which provides 
custody and escort operations for HMCTS in the 
south east, both promised improvements. 

A HMCTS spokesman said: “We will be work¬ 
ing closely with Serco and the National 
Offender Management Service to deliver a joint 
action plan which addresses the inspectorate’s 
recommendations as soon as possible. 

“HMCTS continues to monitor staffing levels 
across the contract area. Serco is recruiting 
externally to ensure 
that all courts and 
vehicle bases are 


staffed to an appropriate level.” 

David Holdsworth, partnership director for 
Serco Wincanton, said: “We are already making 
good progress in a number of areas. Since the 
inspection took place in January, we have 
recruited 66 new prisoner custody officers, 
introduced a new two-week management train¬ 
ing and development programme, established a 
new professional standards team, independent of 
the operation, to undertake regular inspections 
and audits of the business and share and embed 
best practice, and introduced a joint communi¬ 
cation and escalation protocol between HMCTS 
and Serco across all courts.”

BEGIN AGAIN (15,104 mins) 


S OME film-makers spend entire 
careers striving in vain for one 
moment of cinematic perfec¬ 
tion. 

Others, like Irish director John 
Carney, strike gold early and face 
the daunting prospect of living up to 
giddy expectation. 

In 2007, Carney sent audiences 
and critics into a collective swoon 
with his micro-budget fourth feature, 
Once. 

Shot for a paltry 160,000 Euros, 
the modern-day romance between 
a Dublin busker and a Czech flower 
girl sparked a real-life relationship 
between actors Glen Hansard and 
Marketa Irglova. 

The subsequent stage adaptation 
won eight coveted Tony Awards 
including Best Musical and contin¬ 
ues to play to packed audiences on 
both sides of the Atlantic. 

Begin Again - which was originally 
titled Can A Song Save Your Life? 
but should perhaps have been re¬ 
christened Once Again - sees 
Carney orchestrate another musical 
collaboration between emotionally 
damaged misfits. 

Shot against the backdrop of New 
York's iconic landmarks, this hugely 
entertaining romantic comedy is 
blessed with strong performances 
and an infectious soundtrack. 

Greta (Keira Knightley) comes to 
Manhattan with her boyfriend Dave 
Kohl (Adam Levine), who has just 
landed a major recording contract. 

"We don't want anything to stand in 
your way," a record exec tells Dave, 
casting a wary glance at Greta. 

"I'm just tagging along," she 
smiles soothingly. 

Touring and promotion put a strain 
on the relationship and Dave suc¬ 
cumbs to his new found celebrity by

cheating on Greta. 

She flees their swanky apartment 
in tears and crashes at the apart¬ 
ment of old friend Steve (James 
Corden), who busks for his supper. 

Soon after, Greta crosses paths 
with down-on-his-luck record exec¬ 
utive Dan (Mark Ruffalo), who has 
just been fired by his business part¬ 
ner (Mos Def). 

Dan is transfixed by Greta and 
boldly tells her, "I want to make 
records with you". 

He comes up with a simple con¬ 
cept - recording an album in differ¬ 
ent locations around the city - and 
ropes in various musicians to enrich 
Greta's sound including good friend 
Trouble Gum (CeeLo Green). 

As the project gathers momentum, 
Greta reassesses her failed relation¬ 
ship and Dan rebuilds bridges with 
his teenage daughter (Hailee 
Steinfeld) and estranged wife

Begin Again dances to the same 
beat as Once, albeit with a starrier 
cast including Maroon 5 frontman 
Levine, who makes a solid acting 
debut. 

Knightley and Ruffalo are an 
attractive pairing, the latter giving 
parenting a bad name when he 
takes his daughter to a bar and 
asks her to pick up his beer tab 
with her pocket money. 

"I spent that on condoms," she 
tells him, enjoying her father's 
embarrassment. 

Corden provides additional comic 
relief. 

Musical sequences are full of ener¬ 
gy including a blistering guitar solo 
from Steinfeld on a rooftop rendition 
of the film's best song, Tell Me If 
You Wanna Go Home.

O N first impressions the outside 
of Old Soar Manor actually 
looks more like a church but 
an exhibition in one of its rooms tells 
a whole different story. 

The former knight's house is a 
rare survival from the time of 
Edward I and was home to the rich 
Culpeper family, who originated 
from Aylesford in Kent. 

Dating back to 1290, it was 
constructed in Kentish rag-stone as 
a fortified manor house, and 
proclaimed to the world the wealth 
and standing of this important family. 

As the Culpepers enjoyed a 
standard of luxury that most people 
could only have dreamt of, their 
manor house was designed to be 
defended against thieves and 
robbers that would have roamed 
the countryside at the time. 

The only external entrance to the 
house now is through the wide 
doorway that leads into the 
undercroft, which would have been 
used to store the family's supplies. 
Its pointed barrel vault roof, made of 
stone and mortar, would have 
possibly protected expensive spices 
imported from abroad, instead of 
being entrusted to the cook in the 
kitchen, as well as the finest wines 
for entertaining important guests, 
which would have been kept under 


the lord's own key. 

Their money, jewellery and other 
valuables would have been kept in 
locked chests on the first floor, 
beyond the spiral staircase which 
would have been the last means of 
defence against intruders for the 
family sheltering upstairs. Two 
doors, one from the undercroft and 
another from the great hall - which 
is no longer there - would have 
protected the base of the staircase, 
that spirals clockwise so someone 
can defend with their right sword 
arm, while at the top the ancient 
door opens outwards so the family 
could pull the door closed behind 
them in retreat. 

The first floor is made up of three 
rooms - the private quarters of the 
Culpeper family - including a great 
chamber with a fireplace and 
chimney, a small chapel and a privy 
or earth closet. 

While in previous years lords would 
have spent much of their time 
among the ceaseless activity in the 
great hall - which would have stood 
where an adjacent red brick 
Georgian farmhouse now stands - 
there was a new fashion for privacy 
for those who could afford it, and the 
Culpepers preferred to detach 
themselves from their servants in 
their private quarters. 



While the Culpeper family left the 
manor 300 years later, the knight's 
house continued to survive because 
it had been extremely well built. 
Generations of farmers found the 
building useful and in 1947 it passed 
to the National Trust, securing its 
future for many years to come. 

While the old manor house is 


open for visitors on selected days, 
there is no one there to greet you, 
or any facilities, as it is very much a 
self-guided place to look around. 

Please also be aware that Old Soar 
Manor is in quite a rural location in 
Kent and the approaching roads are 
extremely narrow. As many places 
had only room for one car width, we 


did have to manoeuvre around some 
horses and two tractors on our route 
so be warned that if you would like 
to visit the old manor then drive with 
caution.

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Q. How can one agent justify charging 
higher fees than another for doing the 
same job?

ASX marks the spot 
for flagship SUV fast facts

ASX marks the spot for a style-conscious 
compact SUV that’s good value and decent 
to drive. 

Mitsubishi is pitching this eye-catcher at 
families who want to step up from a small 
hatchback - but wish to avoid increased 
ownership costs. 

The aerodynamically efficient exterior of the 
ASX is inspired by the Japanese company’s 
Evo X performance saloon - so there’s an in- 
your-face grille and headlights while the rest 
of the exterior is slickly designed. 

Running costs are reasonable with even 
the 2.2-litre diesel automatic flagship car I 
drove returning around 48mpg. Carbon 
dioxide emissions are competitive, while 
insurance costs shouldn’t break the bank. 

This automatic version of the ASX uses the 
engine found in the new Outlander so is more 
than up to the task of towing a caravan. 

The ride is comfortable thanks to an 
efficient suspension and big tyres which 
absorb most of the humps and hollows that 
pass for roads these days. 

There is a tendency for the body to lean in 
corners and for the steering to be a little 
vague, but unless you are thinking of taking

the ASX rallying it is a well- 
mannered companion. 

Levels of grip are good on 
the ASX 4 thanks to all¬ 
wheel drive which is 
accessed via a button 
situated between the front 
seats - the car also being 
able to operate in front- 
wheel drive only, reducing 
fuel consumption. 

Enhanced sound proofing 
does a good job of 

insulating the cabin from the outside world 
with just the hint of the diesel engine breaking 
through when worked hard. 

The interior is spacious and well put 
together while families with an active lifestyle, 
or a hungry horde of kids, will appreciate the 
big boot - sporting a hidden storage area - 
which easily swallows the results of a weekly 
supermarket shopping run or the luggage for 
a weekend away. 

The rear seats can also be split and folded 
flat when the garage is finally overflowing and 
that trip to the rubbish dump can no longer 
be avoided. 

The driver gets to look at a neat dashboard 
display that’s easy to navigate with switches 



and dials where you expect them to be - and 
when you look up there’s a good view of the 
motoring world around you. 

A comfortable position behind the steering 
wheel is readily achieved as the seat is 
electrically adjustable - while both front seats 
also have heaters to combat those cold 
winter months. 

Mitsubishi throws in lots of toys increasing 
the ASX’s appeal. There are three trim levels 
- two, three and four - with even the entry- 
level two model getting goodies such as alloy 
wheels, air conditioning, electric windows, a 
Bluetooth hands-free system and remote 
keyless entry. 

By the time the fantastic four model is 


reached, the ASX is bristling with creature 
comforts and clever technology including a 
reversing camera and parking sensors, 
leather upholstery, satellite navigation, 
CD/radio with MP3 compatibility, plus 
automatic light and rain sensors. 

It also comes with a splendid panoramic 
glass roof which features LED mood lighting 
at night. A ton of safety equipment includes 
stability and traction control, seven airbags - 
including one for the driver’s knees - brake 
assist and Isofix child seat mounting points. 

More than 340,000 ASX models have 
been sold around the world - with the 2014 
version looking set to add significantly to 
that total.

The fastest woman to run marathon on all seven continents

INSPIRING athlete, Fiona Oakes has 
finally achieved her goal of Queen of 
the Extreme. 

Fiona received confirmation last 
week that her three marathon world 
records have been recognised and vali¬ 
dated by the Guinness World Records. 

Oakes, from Maldon, is now officially 
the fastest woman ever to run a 
marathon on all seven continents in 
aggregate time as well as the fastest 
woman to run a marathon on all seven 
continents plus the North Pole in aggre¬ 
gate time as well as elapsed time. 

Fiona said: “I’m really proud, relieved 
and excited to have achieved all of this, 
to help animals and The Vegan Society. 
And I can’t wait to see my entry in the 
Guinness World Records book.” 

And Fiona’s amazing work doesn’t just 
stop here! On September 7 she will be 
competing in the Great North Run. This 
is a massive achievement - especially as 


Fiona is only athlete around crossing 
over from ultra distance running to the 
elite road running. 

The elite start will mean that she will 
be among around only 20 of some of 
the best runners in the world on the 
start line. You can’t buy a place, you 
simply have to be judged good enough 
and not many runners are. 

And on November 9, she will be 
assuming her ‘alter ego’ - the Ultra Run¬ 
ning Fiona when she will be off to Mount 
Everest to run a seven-day trail race 
there. This is the highest altitude one of 
its kind. Obviously, very few runners, let 
alone women, will be joining her. 

At the beginning of February, she 
leaves for Perth in Australia when she 
will be attempting to start a very ardu¬ 
ous challenge: To run seven 
Marathons, in seven days on seven dif¬ 
ferent continents - known as 777. 

Then, in April Fiona will return to 
compete in the gruelling Marathon des 
Sables.

Essex march on at 



Football 


TWO Sunday competitions are 
addressing a drop-off in participa¬ 
tion from men between the ages of 
16 and 25 by running Under 21s 
Divisions in 2014/15, with the 
Under 21s League and the Essex 
Sunday Football Combination invit¬ 
ing team entries as soon as possible 
so they can confirm their structure 
for the new season. 

According to FA reports, there is a 
large dearth of males playing 
between these ages. Several factors 
contribute towards fewer players 
making the step from Under 18s 
football to the adult equivalent, 
including university, part time jobs 
and other life interests. Mike 
Machin, Chief Executive Officer of 
the Chelmsford Youth League, hopes 
their closely-linked Under 21s 
League, which was launched in 
2007, will help to smooth the path. 

“The league had a season off last 
year for the first time since its for¬ 
mation as it dropped down to four 
clubs,” he revealed. 

“We believe the league does help 
the drop-off in participation as it 
acts as a bridging gap between 
youth football and open-aged foot¬ 
ball. We are expecting to alter the 
rules to allow each team to register 
three over-aged players per team. 

“We’re told by the existing 
[Under 18s] teams that they don’t 
want to play adult football and 
most of the teams would otherwise 
break up, many would stop playing 
entirely. We welcome any applica¬ 
tions from clubs in Essex and the 


surrounding catchment area. Early 
September is the deadline for 
clubs to apply, and the number of 
enquiries received makes us 
believe there is a demand, but we 
do need a few more.” 

Meanwhile the Essex Sunday Foot¬ 
ball Combination, one of the oldest 
Sunday adult leagues in Essex hav¬ 
ing been established in 1937, are 
starting a new venture for the forth¬ 
coming season after 77 years in 
open-age men’s football. At the 
moment, the Combination has four 
adult divisions - catering for all dif¬ 
ferent standards of players - and they 
have a better than average referee 
coverage. This means they’re well 
placed to give new teams excellent 
support. 

The ProKit UK Essex Olympian 
League have already shown the 
hunger there is for Under 21s foot¬ 
ball on Saturdays. In order to build 
on an encouraging first season, they 
held a meeting of clubs in January as 
the league were pleased with the pos¬ 
itives Under 21s football had brought 
to their clubs up to that point. They 
had a lot of interest and hope to even¬ 
tually increase their constitution to 
two divisions - they currently have 
14 teams.
